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The card at Harlem yeeterday was replete 
with good racirg, many of tbe best class horses 
in tbe west participating in the yarions events. 
The weather and the splendid condition of the 
track were conducive to fast time, the speediest 
six fnrlongs of the year, locally, being run in 
the second race, when Tbe Pride passed vie* 
torionsly under the wire in 1:12^. The usual 
large crowd was present and enthusiasm 
through eut the afternoon was at a premium. 

The most pretentious race of the day was the 
fourth, in which three of the best handicap 
horses of tbe west contested for supremacy. 
The talent almost to a man picked Yesuvian to 
win, but Advance Guard and Pink Coat had 
■sany backers. The good, sturdy son of Great 
Tom proved an easy winner, cutting out the 
pace to tbe asteniebment of many fur the en- 
tire route. 

It was a peculiarly run race, the time 1:54^ 
being comparatively alow. Little or no run- 
ning was done until in the last eighth, where 
Pink Coat attempted in vain to close on the 
winner. Vssnvian, which everybody expected 
would eut cut the pace, was evidet^y ridden to 
orders, lying within about two lengths of the 
Carruthers & Bhields horse until just before 
the final quarter, but when be was called upon 
he did not respond and gradually fell away. 
Bis rsce was a miserable effort and shows he is 
in bad form or sn overrated horse. To a good 
start Advance Guard jumped into the van, lead- 
ing Pink Coat at the quarter by a leng«;b with 
the latter a neck in front of Yesuvian. The big 
horse increased his lead to two lengths when 
passing tbe half with the other two lapped. It 
was now expected that Yesuvian would make 
his run but try as he would he could not gain 
on the filing horse in front of him and was in 
distress when entering the final quarter. After 
be had gWen up tbe struggle Pink Coat made a 
determined bid to close on tbe leader, but Ad- 
vance Guard bad tbe most speed all through 
tbe last quarter, winning sc mew hat easily by a 
length and a half with Yesuvian seven lengths 
behind Pink Coat. Precursor was never a con* 
tender. 

The steeplechase was almost a repetition of 
Monday’s chase, Filon d’Or scoring again with 
the greatest of ease. First Crest and then Frond 
was suffered to make the pace, but after taking 
tbe tentb jrmp Pilen d’Or was called upon and 
be esme away from Frond without much effort, 
winning heeds down by two and a half lengths 
while Frond beat the well spent Dick Furber 
seven lengths for second position. The latter ran 
an improved race and fenced in;his stride. He 
runs best in the mud however. Alice B. stumbled 
«t tbe water jump when going tbe second time 
around, throwingiber jockey well forward on her 
neck from which heislipped off. She was running 
well within herself at tbe time. Crest went 
down at tbe Liverpool when going the second 
time arennd. Phe was pretty well spent at the 
time. It serma from yesterday’s chase as if it 
would be impossible to handicap Filon d’Or out 
of a croie country affair from nowon with the 
elaes of jumping horses that are running here 
at present. 

The Pride haa finally rounded into his best 
form, and it will take a pretty good sprinter to 
beat him from now on. He was pitted against 
a fair field cf horsis yesteiday in the second 
race and beat them easily, dashitg off the six 
furlongs in 1 :12^, wl icb is tl e fastest time that 
has been made for that distance around Chi- 
eago tbia year. At flag fall Bennie Y., a new- 
eomer with quite a turn of velocity, ahot to tbe 
front, eloaely . followed by Tbe Pride and 
FUoroUt with tbe reat of tbe field pretty well 
itrung out Tbe Pride moved up alongside of 
tbu leuduT after rounding the first quarter and 



the two ran on even terms to the last eighth, 
where Bennie Y. bad enough and retired, leav- 
ing The Pride to gallop home the handiest of 
winners by three lengths. Andes was second, 
four lengths in front of Fleuron, which just 
lasted long enough to beat the fast closing Max 
Bendix a head for third position. Andes fin- 
ished as usual with a whirl, but had no chance 
to beat the winner. Maggie Davis had no 
chance from where she got off. Beauty Book 
ran a poor race. 

McCbesney ran away from his field in the 
fifth race, taking the lead soon after flag fall 
and holding it easily to the end. He won by 
two lengths from Lord Quex, which beat Com 
missioner Forster the same distance for second 
place. The last named was tiring badly at the 
end and just managed to beat out South Trim- 
ble for third money. Lord Qnex made a de- 
termined bid to close on the winner in the last 
eighth, but could not gain a foot and gave up 
the effort a sixteenth out. Talpa showed early 
speed, but could not carry it far. The six fur- 
longs were negotiated in 1 :18^, which is quite a 
clever showing. 

The Byan’s double-shot the game when Con- 
stellator took the last race. This gelding has 
long been dne for a bracket and haa been 
backed for a good thing a number of times be- 
fore. Nettie Regent showed tbe way for the 
first half where Constellator grabbed her 
and after running on equal terms for a short 
distance finally moved away leading at tbe last 
eighth by four lengths. From there to tbe wire 
Constellator began to tire and it required all of 
Ranch’s skill to land him a neck in front of 
Nettie Regent which rallied in the last eighth 
and finished strongly. Chorus Boy was third 
four lengths away. Serrano, tbe favorite, ran 
far below the form he is capable of showing 
and altogether ran a poor race. 

I. Bamelson took tbe day’s opener, driven out, 
by a neck from Pyrrho, which beat Doreen a 
bead, with Lapidns lapped on. Off with a fly 
ing start, Winkfleld rushed I. Bamelson to the 
front and held him there for the entire roate. 
In the last sixteenth he began to tire percep- 
tibly and had to be ridden out to the last ounce 
to get his neck over the line first. Doreen was 
an odds-on favorite, but showed a rather dull 
race. She was badly outrun in the early stages 
of the flight, but closed fast in the last sixteenth 
and was running past horses at the end. 

J. J. Moore of Tanforaa Park was a visitor at 
Harlem yesterday. 

Frond broke down after the race of yesterday. 

Coburn will be relieved of bis plaster easts 
tomorrow and tbe doctors say he will be able 
to ride in ten days. 

Eva Norton’s entry will be refused at Harlem 
in the future until she is properly schooled at 

the barrier. 

ADVERSE TO DELMAR. 



The Attorney-General of the Btate of Missouri 
has rendered a decision that creates an inter- 
esting racing situation at St. Louis. His con- 
olnsion is that the Fair Grounds and Delmar 
tracks are under one management and are 
jointly to be considered as one track and only 
entitled under the law to ninety racing days. 
This would bring their season to a close within 
a few days and give Kinloch dates for the re- 
mainder of the season. The Delmar managers 
are hearty fighters and will no doubt reeort to 
the courts to have the Attorney General’s de- 
cision set aside. A dispatch from Jefferson 
City to the St. Louis Republic gives the follow- 
ing statement of the case: 

’’From developments which took place here 
today, it is evident that partisans of the Kin-

to oloae up both Delmar Park and the Fair 
Grounds on the plea that as both are being 
operated by the aama alleged management, 
they must be considered as one track and are, 
Mierefore, entitled to but ninety days’ racing 
between them, instead of ninety days each, as 
they claim. 

’’The breeders’ law, which governs horse rac- 
ing in Missouri, allots to each track ninety days 
of raeiog, and specifies that racing on any one 
track shall, or may, be limited to that period. 
Ujider this law the Fair Grounds ran ninety 
days each eeason,and proposed to do so this year, 
while Delmar Park also felt itself entitled to 



another ninety days. Thus, between them, these 
two tracks would take up the entire racing sea- 
son, for the law allows but 180 days of racing in 
the state, or from April 15 k> November 1, which, 
deducting Sundays, means only 180 days of 
actual racing. 

’’The Kinloch Park people, being desirous of 
opening free of opposition, applied to Attorney 
General Crow and Auditor Allen, urging that 
both Delmar and the Fair Grounds tracks, be- 
ing under one alleged management, should be 
considered as one, and that both should be con* 
fined to only ninety days of racing. Between 
them the Fair Grounds and Delmar Park will 
have raced ninety days on August 13. The Kin- 
loch partisans have asked that the Auditor re* 
fuse the opposing tracks license to continue 
after that date. Auditor Allen submitted the 
correspondence on the subject to Attorney Gen- 
eral Crow, who today rendered an opinion on 
the Auditor’s questions. 

’’Auditor Allen said: 

’’’Late this afternoon I received from Edward 
C. Crow, Attorney General, hie official opinion 
respecting the proper construction to be placed 
upon certain portions of what is known as the 
’breeders’ law,’ providing for the licensing of 
bookmaking and pool selling upon the several 
race courses and fafr grounds of the state. For 
some time past evidence has been submitted to 
me tending to show that the St. Louie Fair 
Grounds track and the Delmar track are 
owned and controlled by the same parties 
and are practically under one and the same 
management. After submitting all the 
papers to the Attorney General I am in- 
formed that tha Delmar people strenuously 
deny that their management is the same as 
that of the fair grounds track and proper atten- 
tion will be given to whatever evidence they 
may submit.’ 

” *Hon. Albert O. Allen, State Auditor, Jeffer- 
son City, Mo.— Dear Sir: You have submitted 
to me the following questions, to* wit : 

” ’First— Is it the meaning and intent of the 
act of the General Assembly containing section 
7420, Revised Statutes of Missouri, 1899, to limit 
the time to ninety days in any one year during 
which license can be issued for making books 
on any one race track, except by consent of the I 
State Auditor? 

” ’Second— If there are two race tracks in the ! 
same community and locality, both of which are 
controlled by practically the same persons, 
should such tracks be considered as one in de- j 
termining the number of days for licensing 
bookmakers at said tracks?’ 

” ’Third— On the facts disclossd by the papers 
I have transmitted herewith, are the Fair 
Grounds and the Delmar tracks ’’prima facie” 
shown to be substantially under one manage- 
ment?’ 

’* ’In reply to your first question, permit me to 
say that yon wrote me a letter recently concern- 
ing this subject, in which you say : ’That no li- 
cense for a race track meeting with pool selling 
and bookmakiog as an accompaniment has ever 
been issued to the same association or person 
for a period of more than ninety days at the 
same, or different places in one year.’ 

” ’Your office has been charged with the duty 
of licensing bookmakers under this law since 
its first enactment as a statute, and, being the 
executive state office upon whom devolved the 
duty of construing the act with reference to 
the period of time for which a license on any 
one track in one year should be granted book- 
makers, the continuous construction of the 
State Auditor is entitled to and would be given 
great weight by the courts in determining the 
meaning of this statute, because it is a well set- 
tled rule of law that an executive departmental 
construction of a statute, long continued and 
acquiesced in, will often become conclusive. 

” ’The construction executive officers place 
upon newly enacted lews is also considered by 
the courts in determining the intention of a 
statute. The auditor’s office has in this case 
always construed the act to mean that a license 
could only be given boak makers under the 
’breeders’ bill’ for ninety days in a year at any 
one track.’ | 

” ’ Considering the history of the period of 
time at which the breeders’ law was passed and | 
the construction always placed upon it by the | 
auditor’s office and acquiesced in by every one, ‘ 
I am of the opinion it was clearly the original | 
intention of the act licensing bookmakers to 
limit the licences of bookmakers to ninety days 
upon any one track in a period of one year . 

” ’In reply to your second question, allow me 
to state, under the circumstances you state, the 
two tracks should ba considered as one in com- 
puting the number of days for issuance of 
licenses to bookmakers under the ’breeders’ 
law.’ 

“ ’In reply to your third question, I beg to say 
I have examined the papers submitted ^by you 
and am of opinion that from the papers men- 
tioned it is shown that the Fair Grounds an d
